Tho K.\liil>its of Pon- 
tormo sperinliri' in sketches of penple 
in natural poses, as are those of flgoli 
■imong which is a complete facsimile 
of St. Peter's at Rome with a plan of 
the Interior attached. The .^ketches of 
Tintoretto are less complete than some 
ot the others, but are vc:t Interesting 
•1 that they show tho first thoui^hts 
of the .artist l:i the various positions 
of lines. In one case, the position of a 
tnon's foot la left uncompleted with 
marks showing the different positions 
attempted by the artist. This is an e.v- 
amplo of one of the more rapidly 
drawn shelchc!-'. On the othT hand 
some of tl'.eni are cnnpietc to the 
most minute ilotail. 

Among the sketches, jioiiralts arc 
most prominent, while there are many 
landscapes of various types, some 
showing peasants with feudal castles 
in the background. Also therf .ire fan- 
simile? of statue.s and many (jtlicr fine 
works of art. 

11 is Interesting to note the sketches 
which are squared. Tho reason for 
this is to enable 'the artist to obtain 
the e.xact proportions, or In some cases 
they are lo aid lilm In making en- 
largenients. Among (he minor con-

Dean States That Majority be 
Classed as Negligibles 

(By Kxchange Service.) 

In relation to acholarshlp, between 
two- thirds and three-fourths of the 
graduate students of Columbia Univer- 
sity sho\ild bo classed as "nesHslbles'" 
Is' the contention of Dr. E. Woodbridge, 
Dean of the Graduate Faculties. Tho 
statement was included In the Dean's 
annual report to President .Nicholas 
Murray Butler. 

Tho graduato schools, It Is suggested 
by Dr. 'Woodbridge, should be restrict- 
ed to Hiieclally ofpiippcd studenl.i who 
are capablo of original work of re- 
search and scholarship. He recom- 
mends that tho "negligibles" bo ab- 
sorbed by the Department of Unlvor- 
slty KxlonslOR, 

111 rating a student negligible Wood- 
bridge said, "I do not mean unworthy 
of concern, 1 mean that they are neg- 
ligible III that, provision being made 
for thoin, wo can concciiliaio effort on 
making bolter provision for Ihcsu fa- 
culties. In graduate schools It Is not 
students but prnfcasura who need the 
greater attention." 

The Kiaduate schools would bo ful- 
filiiiig their purpose In un Idciil way 
according to the Dean, "If our gradu- 
ate students who go forth lo be leaders 
In educating tho youth of the land and 
in extendiiu; llo.' Irounibirlp» of human 
knowledge, were spei-lallsls to whom 
poetry was not strange or sciviK-e un- 
liitelllKlble." He added Ihat oai^dldates 
for a degree should give their full time 
lo lh>l) U'oli \\lllii.iil dlMlravlion. •"riu- 
part tiiiwi ntiiilciit iiiukr* little cuiitil- 
butlon tu a scholarly society. lie uiav 
bn getting what he i>-anlB t>ut he Is 
giving very little."
